OBSERVATIONS: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME MY PARTNER, OFFICER STERLING, AND Il, 
OFFICER KANAGI, WERE ON ROUTINE PATROL CHECKING “EACA ALLEY” (EAST 
CAHUENGA ALLEY) AS THERE HAVE BEEN RECENT COMPLAINTS OF PEOPLE 
TRESPASSING, URINATING AND DRINKING IN PUBLIC, ETC. AS OFFICER 
STERLING PARKED THE PATROL VEHICLE, WE COULD SEE INTO THE PUBLIC 
ALLEY AND OBSERVED TWO MALE TRANSIENTS SITTING DOWN ON AN OPEN- 
VIEW BENCH TABLE ON PRIVATE PROPERTY, (PROPERTY BELONGING TO THE 
COUTURE NIGHT CLUB THAT WAS CLOSED FOR BUSINESS AT THE TIME), WITH 
A CASE OF ROLLING ROCK BEER. 


OFFICERS OBSERVED A MALE (LATER IDENTIFIED AS JACKSON, JOSHUA ADAM 
DOB: 11/10/91) HOLDING THE BOTTLE IN HIS LEFT HAND AND PLACED IT TO HIS 
MOUTH AND TOOK A LONG SIP FINISHING THE BOTTLE WHILE LOOKING OVER 
AT OFFICERS. JACKSON PLACED THE EMPTY BOTTLE ON THE GROUND NEXT TO 
HIM. 1, OFFICER KANAGI, APPROACHED HIM AND ASKED WHAT HE WAS 
DRINKING. JACKSON REPLIED, “BEER.” 1, OFFICER KANAGI, ASKED JACKSON IF 
HE KNEW IT WAS ILLEGAL TO DRINK IN PUBLIC. JACKSON RESPONDED, “IT IS 
NOT A BIG DEAL, IT IS JUST BEER.”

ARREST: 

| PLACED DEFT JACKSON UNDER PRIVATE PERSONS ARREST PER 837 P.C. FOR 
VIOLATING 41.24(d) LAMC -TRESPASSING AND 41.27 (c) LAMC - 
DRINKING IN PUBLIC. DEFT JACKSON WAS ASKED TO STAND UP TO PLACE 
HIM IN HANDCUFFS. I, OFFICER KANAGI, ASKED JACKSON TO PUT HIS GUITAR 
DOWN PRIOR TO STANDING UP. JACKSON GRABBED THE GUITAR WITH HIS 
RIGHT HAND AND PULLED IT ACROSS HIS BODY. WE ADVISED JACKSON AGAIN 
TO PUT THE GUITAR DOWN NEXT TO HIM. JACKSON SUDDENLY SWUNG THE 
BUTT END OF THE GUITAR IN MY DIRECTION AND MISSING ME BY INCHES AS HE 
TURNED IN AN ATTEMPT TO RUN. OFFICER STERLING GRABBED JACKSON AND 
PLACED HIS RIGHT ARM ACROSS JACKSON’S UPPER CHEST AND I, OFFICER 
KANAGI, PLACED MY RIGHT HAND ON JACKSON’S LEFT SHOULDER AND TOOK 
HIM DOWN TO THE GROUND AND ON HIS STOMACH, JACKSON BEGAN TO KICK 
AND SCREAM AND TUCKED BOTH HIS ARMS UNDER HIS BODY TO KEEP US 
FROM HANDCUFFING HIM. 


DURING THE STRUGGLE TO HANDCUFF JACKSON, KICKED ME, OFFICER KANAGI, 
IN THE RIGHT KNEECAP. OFFICERS ADVISED JACKSON TO PLACE HIS HANDS 
BEHIND HIS BACK. OFFICER COOGLE ASSISTED IN CONTROLLING JACKSON’S 
LEGS. OFFICER GORDON ASSISTED IN PULLING THE GUITAR AND JACKSON’S 
HANDS OUT FROM UNDER HIS BODY AND PLACING HANDCUFFS ON JACKSON’S 
WRISTS. 


DURING THE ARRESTING PROCESS, JACKSON ATTEMPTED TO BITE OFFICER 
STERLING’S RIGHT HAND TO KEEP FROM BEING HANDCUFFED. OFFICER 
STERLING WARNED JACKSON THAT HE WOULD BE PEPPER-SPRAYED IF HE DID 
NOT STOP. 


BOOKING: 
DEFT JACKSON WAS REC’D #E02844 BY OFFICER ANAYA WITH THE 
APPROVAL OF W/C LT. LING. 


ADDITIONAL: 

JACKSON HAD TWO OUTSTANDING WARRANTS TOTALING $20,000 FOR 
TRESPASSING. HE WAS ADVISED HE NEEDED TO TAKE CARE OF THOSE 
WARRANTS BY LAPD OFFICERS. 


A RESIDENT OF THE NEIGHBORING BUILDING, CURTIS LOPLEAN (323)358-0694, 
STATED A FEW MINUTES PRIOR TO OUR ARRIVAL SPOKE TO THE TWO AND 
ADVISED THAT THEY SHOULD NOT BE TRESPASSING, SHOULD NOT BE 
DRINKING, NEED TO CLEAN UP THEIR MESS, AND LEAVE THE ALLEY. 


|, OFFICER KANAGI, INFORMED LAPD OFFICERS THAT JACKSON HAD KICKED MY 
RIGHT KNEE DURING THE ARREST. 


INJURY AND MEDICAL TREATMENT: 


ARREST 


DEFT JACKSON’S NOSE BEGAN TO BLEED DURING THE ALTERCATION. 
OFFICERS DID NOT SEE HIS NOSE MAKE CONTACT WITH THE GROUND. 
JACKSON ADMITTED TO OFFICER GORDON THAT HE SUSTAINED THE INJURY TO 
HIS NOSE DAYS PRIOR AND WENT TO THE HOSPITAL TO BE TREATED AND WAS 
PLACED ON AN ANTIBIOTIC. OFFICERS OFFERED TO CALL AN AMBULANCE FOR 
JACKSON TO HAVE HIS INJURY LOOK AT HOWEVER JACKSON REFUSED MEDICAL 
ATTENTION AND SIMPLY STATED HE WANTED TO “GO HOME AND TAKE A 
SHOWER”. 


|, OFFICER KANAGI, SUSTAINED A BUMP AND BRUISE TO MY RIGHT KNEE FROM 
LANDING BEING KICKED AND LANDING ON THE GROUND DURING THE 
ALTERCATION. NO MEDICAL ATTENTION WAS NEEDED.
